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General Outlook . . . 


NEW CONCEPT IN LUMBER USE...A quarter million dollar futuristic pavilion will be 
erected in Portland, Ore., by the lumber industry of Oregon to show off a new 
use of lumber in construction at the state centennial exposition to be held in 1959. 
The lumber showplace will be a 24,000-square foot structure consisting of seven 
sweeping hyperbolic paraboloids each 50 feet square and supported at just six 
points. Construction will be entirely of 50-foot 2x4's. Strips of 2x4's will be lami- 
nated into position high above the ground using forms and shoring. Curved 
effect in the wooden, tentlike roof will be obtained by slightly off-setting each 
length of 2x4 as it is laminated. The building recalls the 1906 Lewis & Clark 
Exposition in Portland when a huge log cabin, largest in the world was erected. 
It continues as a popular showplace in Portland. The Oregon forest industries 
group sponsoring the new structure is headed by Roy Gould, Diamond Lumber 
Co., Portland, Ore., and A. A. Lausmann, KOGAP Lumber Industries, Medford, 
Ore. 


LABEL WOOD SUBSTITUTES ... Legislation has been introduced in the House requiring 
labels on all wood products, and substitutes made to look like wood as a step 
to protect plywood and veneer products from unfair competition. Rep. Charles 
B. Brownson said wood processors are being hurt by competitors who imitate 
natural wood products and grains, but don’t label them as imitations. The bill 
would require producers to na.ne the species of wood actually used. Producers 
of artificial printed grains would have to report the material actually used. 


HOW-TO-DO-IT-YOURSELF FORESTRY ...The American Forest Products Industries will 
launch this fall a program called “Busy Acres” which will comprise how-to-do- 
it-yourself assistance to farmers and other owners of small acreages to put idle, 
lazy and loafing lands to work growing trees. The program will be initiated at 
state levels, will be set up to be administered by state forest industry committees 
with the cooperation of other conservation groups and agencies. 


OREGON TIMBER DIVIDED ... The Oregon federal district court has ordered partitioning 
of 20,000 acres of timberland in Linn County in Oregon that is valued at more 
than $50 million. As the result of a suit filed by Simpson Redwood Co., one of 
the owners, the timberland will be divided with just over a half going to Sewell 
L. Avery, board chairman of Montgomery Ward and James H. Amick as trustee 
for the late Waldo A. Avery, Jr.; almost a fourth to Simpson, and the remainder 
to Portland Manufacturing Co. The tract is estimated to contain 1.3 billion feet 
of merchantable timber. 


UPTURN STARTED IN JUNE... While earnings for the first half of 1958 are below the 
year ago level, Georgia-Pacific Corp. sees a bright outlook for the second half. 
Company executives O. R. Cheatham, chairman of the board, and R. B. Pamplin, 
president, report substantial evidence of an upturn in sales and earnings since 
the later part of June. Net profit for the first six months is $4 million, vs. $4.2 
million in 1957. Sales were $71.9 million vs. $73.5 million in 1957. 


INCOME TURNS UP... MacMillan & Bloedel, Ltd., Vancouver, B. C., reports income in 
the second quarter of 1958 at $3.5 million, up from $3 million in the corresponding 
quarter of 1957. The $83 million expansion at Port Alberni contributed materially 
to the increase.

THE LUMBERMAN 
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IMPROVED SECOND HALF ... International Paper Co. officials look for a pickup in volume 
during the last six months of 1958. Activity in the first half was down: Net profit 
of $30.2 million on sales of $443.7 compare with net profit of $37.9 million 
on sales of $490.8 million in the previous year. Second quarter figures show net 
profit of $14 million and sales of $223 million vs. $19.2 million profit and $248.9 
sales a year ago. 


B. C. PLYWOOD PICKS UP... Plywood demand caused by the increased rate of home 
building in Canada has more than offset the reduced requirements of heavy 
construction, according to John Bene, president of Western Plywood Co. “We 
estimate that plywood consumption will exceed that of 1957 by about 8%.” 
Despite increased wage costs, the selling price of plywood is lower than at any 
time since 195]. 


NORTHEAST MILLMEN OPTIMISTIC... Most lumber manufacturing firms in the northeast 
are more optimistic now than at any time since the slow down in the industry 
became apparent in August, 1957, according to R. E. Broderick, executive secre- 
tary of the Northeastern Lumber Manufacturers Association. The most obvious 
sign of the growing optimism is the interest of old-line companies in heavy 
investments in capital equipment for manufacture of better products. While 
stocks are unseasonally high, manufacturers are optimistic because most of 
the stock manufactured by the smaller, poorly financed mills has been marketed 
and they see good sales potential now for their stock. General consensus is that 
the small mills forced to close by the slow market will not reopen. 


B. C. SETS FIRE PROTECTION INQUIRY... An inquiry will be conducted this fall by 
Gordon Sloan into the question of providing more adequate protective measures 
against forest fires following the particularly destructive season experienced 
this year in British Columbia. The B. C. Forest Service has operated on a budget 
generally considered as inadequate ...$3 million annually... while govern- 
ment revenues from forests total about $85 million. Equipment is considered 
inadequate and insufficient. In the recent series of fires, it is pointed out, the 
private companies with their large investment in efficient protective equipment 
suffered minor losses. 


U. S. PLYWOOD ADDS SALES CONTRACT... The 36 million feet of plywood produced 
annually by Pacific Coast plywood Co.’s plant at Sonoma, Calif., will be mar- 
keted by U. S. Plywood Corp. beginning September |. With this addition, U. S. 
Plywood will have available an annual volume of about | billion square feet 
from its mills and other contract sources to distribute through its 114 warehouses 
in the United States and eastern Canada. 


SEALED BIDS RECOMMENDED IN B. C....A recommendation that holders of forest 
management licenses should be allowed to bid on Crown timber only by sealed 
bids has been advanced to the Sloan Royal Commission on Forestry in British 
Columbia. The recommendation came at a meeting of the commission to hear 
allegations that forest management license holders have ‘an unfair advantage” 
over smaller operators in bidding for Crown timber. 


FOREST ROAD MONEY APPORTIONED ... Apportionment of $33 million to 40 states and 
two territories for improvements of roads in and around national forests during 
fiscal 1960, starting July 1, 1959, has been established by the Commerce Depart- 
ment. Apportionment is based on the area and value of land owned by the 
federal government within the national forests in each state.

2¥%2 cents an hour beginning December 1, 1958, has halted a strike of Pacific 
Northwest shingle weavers. The strike had affected about 2000 shingle weavers 
in 70 plants in Oregon and Washington. 


B. C. MERGER RUMOR DENIED ... Reports that MacMillan & Bloedel and Powell River Co. 
in British Columbia plan to merge have been denied by John V. Clyne, chairman 
of the board, MacMillan & Bloedel, and M. J. Foley, president of Powell River. 
“Not a word of truth of it”, says Mr. Clyne ... “Absolutely nothing to this talk”, 
says Mr. Foley. The rumor was believed to have started as a result of the two 
companies’ partnership in Martin Paper Box Co., but this was due to special 
circumstances and made use of each companies’ existing facilities and produc- 
tion without costly duplication.

UPTURN IN SIGHT. Fiscal reports of major forest 
product industry members at mid-year are showing a pick- 
up in sales and earnings. In most instances, the half-year 
total lags behind a year ago, but, significantly, second quar- 
ter totals look good. One firm reported second quarter sales 
up 11.5% and net income up 20.9% over the first quarter. 
Another reports: “Since the latter part of June we have 
noted substantial evidence of an upturn.” A British Co- 
lumbia producer reports net income in the second quarter 
up from the same period of 1957. 


PLYWOOD PRICE UP. Major fir plywood producers 
have upped the index grade price to $76 a thousand and 
the anticipation is that it will hold. Sheathing grades are 
continuing strong. 


LUMBER PRICES GAIN. Lumber rallied unseasonally 
in July to move green fir lumber prices in the Pacific 
Northwest to their highest point since mid-August, 1957. 
This is the first such price movement . . . mid-summer . . . 
since 1952. Orders continue to gain, wholesalers and re- 
tailers report. The general pickup in construction through- 
out the country, particularly in residential units, is the 
major factor, many manufacturers believe. 


B. C. LOOKS TO INTERIOR. A basic inventory of 
forest resources in British Columbia, nearly complete, shows 
that 87% of the commercial forest area in B. C. is in the 


interior. Most of the industry in recent years has been on 
the coast. Basic figures reported in the study show: 136.6 
million acres of forest land in the procince of which 117.9 
million are in mature and immature commercial forests; 
74% of the coastal forests and 44% of the interior forests 
are mature; sound wood volume in the 12-inch dbh class 
and over in exploitable mature forests totals 60 billion cubic 
feet; annual increment in all trees four inches dbh and over, 
in all commercial forests, totals 2.3 billion cubic feet. 


MILLS REDUCING STOCKS. Mill stocks are being 
reduced as shipments, generally, are exceeding production. 
The national picture at mid-year shows shipments 2.2% 
above production, orders 5.2% above production on index 
reporting mills. In the major species areas the picture is 
similar. 

Redwood shipments in June showed increases for the 
fourth month in a row. The total, however, remains 20 
million behind 1957. Stocks are down 4.4% from a year 
ago. 

Southern Pine reports unfilled orders 2% above a 
month ago, but 11% down from a year ago. Gross stocks 
are off 1% from a month ago, 2% from a year ago. 

West coast (Douglas fir and associated species) produc- 
tion is down 7%, shipments 8.4% and orders 6.4%. In- 
ventory is down 43 million, or 4% from a year ago.

Shipments were up to Australia, South America and the 
south sea islands. Domestic movement was little changed. 


Western U. S. exports were up due to increased takings in 
Japan and Korea. The domestic total jumped as the result 
of increased shipments to the Atlantic coast and gulf 
region. 

WOOD BOX SHIPMENTS UP. Western wooden box 
manufacturers in June jumped their shipments by 16.4% 
to move their total at the mid-year ahead of 1957. Total 
shipments at the half-way point are 142.4 million feet vs. 
140.9 million a year ago. Uses in melons and vegetables 
are major factors in the 1958 edge.

Will the South Take the Lead? 


‘It can,’’ reports editor Dean Sherman, ‘‘and it may. Certainly we 


can look forward to major economic contributions to the forest 


products industries to come from the southern pine region.” 


THE SOUTH HAS PASSED THE CRITICAL YEARS 
in forestry and has weathered the economic storms of 
conversion from old growth to managed timber stands. 
The timber, though relatively small in diameter, is growing 
from 22% to 30% more wood per acre than is being 
harvested. The Southern landowner is finding profit in 
“The Promise of the Trees” and is growing timber like 
cotton. 


THERE IS A NEW SPIRIT, a rebirth of vision and 
enthusiasm as the younger men move into management 
and see their industry on the threshold of the greatest 
advancement of the forest products industry in our nation. 
It stems from the realization that the industry is being 
stabilized with sufficient timber to enable them to plan a 
hundred years ahead. 


They are just beginning to understand what is happen- 
ing and will readily tell you so. 


THERE IS INCREASING NEED for modernization of 
manufacturing facilities—particularly in the basic mill— 
but that is coming too. Attention is being directed at the 
increasing of the board foot production per man hour— 
started after World War II. 


Already leading the way are new plants such as Kirby 
Lumber Co., at Silsbee, Texas; Dierks Lumber Co., Hot 
Springs, Ark.; Southern Pine Lumber Co., Pineland, Texas 
and Ozan Lumber Co., Prescott, Ark. These few mills 
represent expenditures in the multi-millions of dollars— 
and it is just a beginning. 


RAPID GROWTH of the pulp and paper industry in 
the South has been a prime mover in this new economy 
and on the average forestry management has reached a 
higher peak than elsewhere in the nation. Poles, posts 
and pulpwood are major products direct from the forests, 
while chips are absorbing important volumes of mill resi- 
dues, both hardwood and softwoods. Fast improving of 
forests is resulting. 





This digest report on the economic conditions and develop- 
ments within the forest products industries in the states of 
Texas, Arkansas and Louisiana, is the result of first hand 
studies made by THE TIMBERMAN’s editor together with 
eastern associate editor Stanley Jepsen on a recent, extended 
trip through these three states. 
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Insulation boards, hardboards and particle boards are 
increasing and some form of plywood production will 
undoubtedly find its way into the southern pine region, 
beyond the long established hardwood plywood mills. 


THEIR LUMBER IS GOOD, their diversifications excel- 
lent—but mills that have operated here for 50 or 75 years, 
need modernizing. Manufacturers have struggled to fit 
new equipment into old production lines which call for 
major modification. 


Equipment manufacturers who really enter into the 
program of research and study the wood needs—help de- 
velop real cost saving equipment—will reap rewards in the 
years ahead. 


Shipping is largely by truck in the central south. Over 
the years, markets have become “localized” within radius 
of 500 to 700 miles of the mills. Orders have been “gro- 
cery store” type, with mills carrying the brunt of inven- 
tories. They have adapted themselves to this type operation 
—placing emphasis on quality instead of quantity—it is 
paying off for them. 


The sharp drop in Southern rail rates (20% ) this past 
July, may bring about some changes in marketing. South- 
ern operators may well again go after Midwest and Eastern 
markets for pine, largely lost to most of them, if interstate 
rail reductions follow. 


WITH TIMBER SOURCES SECURED, the southern 
operators are concentrating attention on product develop- 
ment and merchandising. Most of them cut both hard- 
woods and softwoods, have their own, or other pulp out- 
lets for their chips and thinnings—are beginning to develop 
factory finishing—looking at packaging—and are substan- 
tially strengthening their own promotional efforts in their 
own market areas. 


Losing ground rapidly is the “peckerwood” mill, due 
to the economic necessity of diversifying—though some of 
the Southern operators will testify that any operator who 
can afford to maintain the facilities to manufacture good 
lumber, regardless of size, will always find a good market.

AS FORESTRY HAS ADVANCED, logging methods 
have lagged in some areas. There is growing urgency for 
special equipment to handle larger loads of the smaller 
logs, more profitably, and in some areas the smaller con- 
tract logger is being replaced by company logging. Private 
road construction will increase, particularly among the 
larger consolidated land ownerships. State highway con- 
struction practices need revising to build roads that will 
carry greater loads. Present hauling restrictions need a 
critical study 


Taxes in some states will be the determining factor in 


be based on the more profitable lumber economy or solely 
on pulp economy and shorter cycle harvesting. Some states 
need to take a more realistic look at these practices. 

With the broad diversity of product manufacturer of 
both hardwoods and softwoods—the South is moving 
ahead.

LOG HANDLING is with derrick which has 
cross arm carrying three sets of chains and 
hooks.

FROM THE WORLD over, hard- 
wood is gathered and sent to Nickey 
Brothers, Inc., Memphis, Tenn., one 
of the largest manufacturers of hard- 
wood products in the South. More 
than 70 different timber species, for- 
eign and domestic, are processed by 
Nickey Brothers. These include teak, 
prima vera, sapeli, Philippine mahog- 
any, African mahogany, oak, yellow 
poplar, sweetgum, walnut, birch, cedar 
and many others. To complete the 
manufacturing the plant employs al- 
most 700 people. The processing op- 
eration covers 30 acres in Memphis 
and includes sawmill, veneer plant, 
plywood plant, hardwood 
plant and Pres-to-Log plant.

is the sawmill. It is considered the

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cradle of the entire Nickey Brothers 
operation, and is located in the very 
spot where it was first placed in op- 
eration half a century ago. From the 
time logs arrive at the storage yard 
they are carefully sorted and selected 
for special treatments. Peeler logs are 
lifted out of the piles by a derrick 
equipped with three sets of chains and 
end hooks suspended from a cross 
arm. Thus three logs can be picked 
up at one time, ample power being 
supplied by a 150-hp Cummins Diesel 
engine. Peeler logs are first placed in 
a large soaking tank. Following the 
prescribed soaking period, the veneer 
logs are lifted out and proceed to the 
cutoff saw housed in a nearby shed. 


Logs destined for the sawmill are 
handled and placed on the log haul 


by a mobile railroad crane. The saw- 
mill continues the special treatment, 
for here both lumber and veneer 
flitches are produced. The lumber is 
headed for the flooring and dimension 
mills, while the flitches are to be sliced 
for face veneers. All sawing is done 
strictly for grade. Despite this careful 
handling of each log to bring out the 
beauty of natural characteristics, total 
production averages 35,000 board feet 
per day. 

A Prescott 3-block carriage with air 
dogs receives the logs from the short 
declined log deck. Contrary to the op- 
eration of fast, quantity production 
units, sawing here is a precision step. 
Logs may be positioned many times 
and at unusual angles to give the de- 
sired quality and grain effect. The

thin as 1/85-inch are produced by the unit. 


headsaw is an 8-foot Wheland band. 
The 12-inch Disston saw is turned at 
about 8,800 linear feet per minute. 
Head filer, Billy Hellum, uses a Han- 
chett grinder to sharpen the saws. 
Head sawyer is Charles Webster. 


FLITCHES GO DIRECTLY from 
the sawmill to the soaking tanks and 
then to the slicing room. Slicing is 
done on two Capital veneer flitch 
slicers. Each operation requires three 
men—one to tend the machine and 
two to hand pile the slices. All strips 
from each flitch are kept together as 
a unit throughout the rest of the op- 
erations to facilitate the manufacture 
of matched panels. Veneers as thin as 
1/85 of an inch can be sliced here. 


Rotary production of veneer is done 
on two lathes—a 110-inch Merritt and 
a 65-inch Capital. Logs are positioned 
for chucking by an overhead crane 
with chains and end hooks. 





From the Merritt lathe the veneer 
is reeled on a Merritt reeling, unreel- 
ing and automatic clipping system. 
From the Capital lathe the peeled ve- 
neer is fed continuously to another 
and different reeling system. This 
reeling system was designed and built 
at Nickey Brothers, but is now being 
made commercially by the Wilco Ma- 
chine Works in Memphis. This device 
eliminates the conventional tray sys- 
tem and its attendant long building 
space. 


With this assembly the reels are 
loaded at the lathe and then trans- 
ferred to a short section of endless 
belts which in turn pull the veneer 
and unreel it and at the same time 
feed the veneer to the auto-clipper. 
Temporary stapling prevents the reeled 
units from unwinding. 


From the Merritt lathe reeling sta- 
tion the reels are rolled to the rela- 
tively close clipper end of the reeling 
frame, where the veneer is unrolled 
and fed to the Merritt clipper. Empty 
reels are lifted to the overhead track

Continuing mechanical and operat- 
ing improvements at Northern Lum- 
ber Co. in Poland, N.Y., enable the 
hardwood firm to increase products 
derived from its timber, operate a 
more efficient sawmill and produce 
better lumber products. 

Recent developments include: 

®@ A new barker which, teamed with 
a chipper, is providing a growing vol- 
ume of business with nearby paper 
mills a volume large enough that 
some slabs and edgings are being pur- 
chased from other mills. 

® A riderless carriage to speed up 
production 

® An air setworks on the resaw for 
better production 

® Packaged sawdust that is bringing 
in dollars for material formerly 
wasted 

® More uniformity in drying of 
oak, beech and some maple through 
the use of salt 


@ A new surfacer for fine work on 
two sides. 

The new barker is an Eaton unit. 
It is a mechanical machine, housed in 
its own shed outside the sawmill 
proper. The barker has its own cable- 
driven carriage containing four pairs 
of rotating wheels to turn the logs. A 
flail-type head removes the bark. 

A long earthen ramp permits ap- 
proach to the elevated log deck at the 
debarker. A Pettibone Cary-Lift keeps 
this deck supplied from the nearby 
dry decks of the log storage yards. A 
hydraulic kicker, similar to those 
found inside the sawmill, help place 
the logs on the debarking carriage. 
The debarker uses three electric mo- 
tors—a 20-hp motor for the rotor- 
head, a 10-hp motor for the cable 
drive and hydraulic pump, and a 5-hp 
motor for the rotating wheels. Barked 
logs are rolled directly onto the inside 
log deck, containing four live chains. 


NEW SUPER SWEDE RIDERLESS CARRIAGE. Above is the log deck 
and infeed side of carriage, at right is offbear side. The carriage has 
10-inch shotgun feed and panagraph and hydraulic dogs and blocks. The 
4-block carriage is 13 feet, 9 inches long, has a 42-inch opening and will 
handle logs up to 16 feet long. The Clark headrig is a 6-foot unit 
carrying 10-inch saws. 
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The new riderless carriage is a 4- 
block Super-Swede, complete with 
panagraph and hydraulic dogs and 
blocks. The carriage block spacing is 
13 feet 9 inches long, and can handle 
16-foot logs. It has a 42-inch open- 
ing and is powered by a 10-inch steam 
shotgun feed. A steam nigger and 
kickers place the logs on the carriage 
from the log deck. 


The headrig is a 6-foot Clark and 
carries a 10-inch band saw. Material 
coming from the headrig can go, via 
powered roll cases, either directly to 
the edger or to a centrally-located 
horizontal resaw. Material can also 
be sent from the edger, via a merry- 
go-round system, to the resaw. The 
edger is also a Clark and carries three 
saws—two movable and one fixed. 

The Prescott horizontal resaw has 
a company-added feature—an air set- 
works. The fast, push button control 
facilitates handling the material feed- 
ing to the resaw from two directions. 
Rolls permit stock of two thicknesses 
to go through simultaneously.

Material proceeds to the trim and 
grading table either directly from the 
edger or from the resaw. Trimming is 
done by two circular saws located 
diagonally on either side of the grad- 
ing table. 

Conveyor rolls converge all slabs, 
edgings and residual wood to a floor- 
level hog chute. This chute leads to a 
Norman No. 50 chipper, powered by 
a Brook 150-hp AC induction motor, 
Chips are then screened over Link- 
Belt vibrator screens, 

Chip production has developed into 
a big part of the overall operation at 
Northern Lumber Co. In addition to 
chipping its own residual wood, the 
company buys slabs and edgings from 
another local mill for chipping. It is 
expected that additional sources of 
this material will develop. The half- 
inch chips produced go to such out- 
lets as St. Regis Pulp & Paper at 
Deferiet, N.Y., and the Finch-Pruyn 
paper mills at Glens Falls, N.Y. 

Sawdust from the head saw and the 
resaw is conveyed to a sawdust proc- 
essing department. Sawdust from an- 
other local mill is also hauled here to 
be dried and sifted for the commercial 
market. Commercial purposes for 
which te dried sawdust is used in- 
clude tanning, bedding and litter, 
manufacture of tires, etc. 

The sawdust is dried in a company- 
installed revolving cylinder. The 25- 
foot long cylinder is 6 feet in diame- 
ter and is filled with steam pipes run- 
ning lengthwise as in a boiler. The 
cylinder was originally salvaged from 
a brewery 

After being dried to commercial 
specifications, the sawdust is sifted in 
two Jumbo sifters. Sifting is done to 
size. For instance, No. 208 is the size 
used in tires, especially, snow treads. 
There are also Nos. 212 and 216. 
Certain sizes are preferred for butcher 
shops, others for poultry litter, etc. 
[hen there are the No. 2’s—the very 
fine—which are used by the tanneries.

removed in the process, the product is 
sold as “dust-free” sawdust. The saw- 
dust is all bagged to order, either in 
40-lb. paper bags or 70-Ib. burlap bags. 

Northern Lumber Co. has three dry 
kilns—two Moore and one Standard. 
The Moore kilns have a capacity of 
70,000 board feet each. Capacity of 
the Standard kiln is 40,000 board feet. 
Drying schedules run something like 
this—12 days for 4/4 stock, and 24 
days for 6/4 and 8/4. This is for 
mixed hardwoods, with the exception 
of oak requiring special scheduling. 

In the special treatment of oak, 
Northern Lumber Co. has developed 
another rather extraordinary process. 
This is the use of salt-—-on oak, beech 
and some maple. As it is being 
stacked, the green lumber is sprin- 
kled with a solution containing salt 
and a stain inhibitor (Permatox). The 
lumber is then dead-piled to air dry 
for a week or 10 days. The salt tends 
to draw the moisture inside the lum- 
ber to the surface where it is more 
readily given off. The process makes 
for more uniformity in drying. 

It should be here noted that a salt 
solution should not be used if the lum- 
ber is to be subjected to electronic 


devices, such as gluers, in the remanu- 
facturing process. The residue of the 
salt solution could conceivably mis- 
conduct electricity. 

Highly important in the company’s 
precision drying program is the exact 
construction of each kiln stack. Sticks 
are placed on precise 11-inch centers. 
This is done by the use of vertical 
guides on either side of the stack. 
Since random lengths and widths are 
used in the hardwood lumber, blocks 
and pieces of boards are used to fill in 
any vacant spaces. Thus is eliminated 
any chance of warping, twisting, or 
cupping during the drying process. 
While much of the special stacking is 
done by hand, the company also uses 
a Moore stacker and unstacker. 

The Northern Lumber Co. also 
ships air-dried lumber stacked and 
ready for a kiln. This lumber is in 
stickered packages, already graded, 
tallied, and tagged. The packages are 
15 feet long and are strapped with 
two bands of Signode %%-inch steel 
strapping. Shipments are made by 
trailer. This method enables the cus- 
tomer to do the kiln drying on his 
own particular schedule for his own 
particular use. 


NORMAN CHIPPER NO. 50 is powered by Brook 150-hp AC induction 
motor. From this unit, chips pass over Link-Belt vibrator screens. 
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SAWDUST HANDLING EQUIPMENT includes 
sifters, one of which is shown above, and dryer, 
shown below. One sifter handles coarse ma- 
terial, other fines. They are Great Western 
Manufacturing units. Dryer consists of revolv- 
ing drum filled with steam pipes to supply heat. 


Surfacing is done at Northern Lum- 
ber Co. on one or both of two planers. 
A Yates-American planer is used for 
tongue and groove work, or any 4- 
sided surfacing. 

Latest addition to the company’s 
list of new equipment is an Oliver 
Straitoplane. This machine is used 
for fine surfacing two sides. Stewart 
W. Irwin, general manager, was of the 
opinion that this was the only one of 
its kind in this part of the country, 
being used by a lumber manufacturer 
to do fine surfacing. 

Northern Lumber Co. manufactures 
special grades of birch and cherry for 
paneling. Beautiful examples of this 
paneling were used throughout the 
office building. 

Yellow birch is the number one 
species manufactured by the company, 
with hard maple in number two place 
Then come beech, cherry and soft 
maple, in that order. The company 
has also cut about .5 million feet of 
oak this year, and expects to cut that 
amount each year. The company also 
cuts some pine and a little hemlock 

Northern Lumber Co. employs 50 
men and operates one shift—7 to 5. 
Each shift produces 25 to 30 thousand 
board feet of hardwood lumber. This 
is done with 10 men on the sawmill

eld Warehousing provides working capital for producers 


while logs await processing or finished products await sale 


By HAROLD HILDRETH, vice-president-general manager, 
Lawrence Warehouse Co., San Francisco, Calif. 


Since that historic day thirty years 
ago when the first saw mill operator to 
use field warehousing walked into his 
bank and exchanged a warehouse re- 
ceipt for a bundle of greenbacks, 
much has happened. 

Today, it would probably be diffi- 
cult to find an individual in the forest 
products industry at management level 
who has not at least heard of field 
warehousing, and the part it has played 
in the financing of forest products 
over the last three decades. And there 
are many who are real students of the 
technique and fully aware of its many 
uses 

However, it should be of interest to 
review the development of field ware- 
housing and to note the changes which 
have occurred as dictated by changes 
in the industry. 

Prior to World War II the most ex- 
tensive use of field warehousing was 
in the pine lumbering industry. Prac- 
tically all producers of pine lumber 
stacked a substantial portion of their 
production for air drying. When lum- 
ber was placed on the pile bottom it 
represented the outlay of working 
capital for stumpage, logging expenses, 
milling expenses, plus the cost of 
transportation and handling into the 
piles. Every lumberman knows this 
represented a lot of money—money 


a3 


which normally would be “frozen” 
until the lumber was ready for sale 
and shipment. In countless cases field 
warehousing provided the solution to 
the problem. 

Banks and other lending institutions 
serving the lumbering industry recog- 
nized that lumber in the pile was good 
collateral if proper controls could be 
established. Field warehousing pro- 
vided the control and was accomp- 
lished through the leasing of the lum- 
ber storage areas to the field ware- 
house company, thereby passing the 
right of possession to the field ware- 
houseman. The control of the ware- 
houseman was completed through the 
hiring of key personnel who were in 
position to exercise custodianship, and 
the installation of an adequate record 
system. Usually the employees hired 
by the warehouse company were al- 
ready in the employ of the lumber- 
men being served. This was an ad- 
vantageous arrangement because these 
employees were thoroughly familiar 
with the particular operation and it 
eliminated the necessity of additional 
payroll. 

Field warehousing techniques are 
simple. When green lumber is placed 
in storage, warehouse receipts are is- 
sued by the warehouseman indicating 
that the lumber is being held for the 


order of a lending institution. The 
receipts are accepted by the bank as 
collateral for a secured loan, com- 
puted upon an amount per thousand 
which covers a substantial portion of 
the cost into the pile. Through the 
making of the loan, working capital is 
released for other uses by the lumber- 
man during the period the lumber is 
in storage. When dry, the lumber is 
released by making a pro rata pay- 
ment to the lending institution and 
the warehouseman relinquishes pos- 
session and control. 

The advantages to the saw mill 
operator of this kind of financing are 
obvious. There are no restrictions on 
the yard handling, grading, or stack- 
ing of the lumber. The stock remains 
readily available for further process- 
ing or shipment, and there is no pres- 
sure on the operator to ship before the 
lumber is dry—or when the price is 
not right. 

The production of millions of feet 
of pine lumber has been financed in 
this manner. Although many pine 
mills have increased kiln capacity and 
the time from saw to car has been 
shortened to such an extent that the 
financing problem is not so acute, the 
services of the field warehousemen 
are still used when there is a substan-

tial accumulation of inventory. Fre- 
quently lumber is warehoused in the 
kilns as well as in the yard. 

It is true there has been a diminish- 
ing demand for field warehousing in 
the pine industry, but this does not 
mean that the field warehouseman’s 
days are numbered in the forest pro- 
ducts industry. There have been other 
developments in the industry which 
have created a demand for the ware- 
houseman’s services. 

Since World War Il as every lum- 
berman knows, the emphasis has been 
on production. The postwar building 
boom brought about a market con- 
dition which made year-round opera- 
tion of mills a profitable venture. In 


prewar years, many lumbering opera- 
tions closed down during the winter 
months. A fortunate few had winter 
“shows” but economic necessity dic- 
tated the winter shutdown of the ma- 
jority. The more constant demand for 
forest products created the problem of 
how to supply the mills and plywood 
plants with logs during the winter 
season when in many areas it was im- 
possible or unprofitable to conduct 
logging operations. Again field ware- 
housing provided the solution to the 
problem. 

Many lumber and plywood pro- 
ducers accumulate an inventory of 
logs during the summer season to in- 
sure winter production. Obviously the

footage of logs any operator can ac- 
cumulate is governed by the amount 
of capital he can afford to tie up in 
this way. Lending institutions have 
recognized the problem and they also 
have recognized that logs in storage 
are good collateral if the inventory is 
properly controlled. 


The field warehouseman has been 
called upon to provide the control and 
to issue warehouse receipts as evidence 
of the collateral. It has become com- 
monplace for sawmills and plywood 
plants to warehouse their inventories 
of logs, and banks and finance com- 
panies lend millions of dollars an- 
nually against the security of logs in 
decks or in water storage. 


The field warehouseman’s exper- 
ience in the control of lumber inven- 
tories has been adapted to the ware- 
housing of logs. No two field ware- 
house installations are identical in all 
respects and again the system depends 
upon the borrowing needs of the 
operator. Generally only the surplus 
logs going into storage for future use 
are warehoused and the “hot” logs 
going directly to the mill or plant by- 
pass the warehouse. As logs are 
accumulated and evidenced by ware- 
house receipts, advances are made by 
the lending institution computed upon 
a predetermined valuation per thou- 
sand. Usually an overall credit limit 
is established and a “cleanup” date is 
agreed upon to insure the repayment 
of current loans prior to the beginning 
of the next logging season. 


When logs are to be utilized in the 
sawmill or plywood plant, payment is 
made to the lending institution for the 
footage needed and the warehouse- 
man makes delivery upon the author- 
ization of the lender. 


The recent business recession has 
brought about other applications of 
field warehousing. There has been an 
increasing demand to warehouse in- 
ventories of finished products, both in 
the pine and fir lumbering industries. 
Some plywood plants which had prev- 
iously borrowed only on log inven- 
tories have found it desirable to bor- 
row on finished plywood being held in 
anticipation of higher prices, or pend- 
ing receipt of orders. Bank loans based 
on warehouse receipts have helped 
many lumber and plywood producers 
over a difficult period. 


Conditions change, but the evolu- 
tion seems always to produce financ- 
ing problems which the field ware- 
houseman can help to solve. As long 
as it takes money and credit to bring 
trees to the saw or lathe, there will be 
a demand for field warehousing—and 
an opportunity for our industry to 
grow and prosper with yours. [END]

Loading Time Reduced 


innew warehouse using lift trucks and pallet units 


A 44% DECREASE in time 
necessary to load vans has been 
realized at the Gulf Red Cedar, 
Inc., Stockton, Calif., plant. With 
the completion of a new warehouse, 
storage space was increased to per- 
mit 20 cars of stock to be stored, 
and space for production of non- 
standard pallets has been provided. 


Formerly requiring 12 hours to 
hand load a van, the same job is 
now done in 50 minutes, using lift 
trucks and pallet loads. Three men 
handle the operation. 

Non-standard pallets are used by 
the company in making the 24- 
carton stacks. These are 45°x45°. 
Production of the pallets is han- 
died by the company in a portion 
of the building allocated for that 
job. The plant operates one shift, 
five days a week, a 5-day stock re- 
serve maintained on hand. 


Hand trucks are gone and two 
Clark lift trucks, with one man 
assigned to operate them, do all the 
materials handling.

U. K. Market Outlook: 


purchases to be heavy in face of unexpected demand 


Softwood 


with prices holding at mid-summer levels 


Lumber importers in Britain have 
this year adopted a drastic policy of 
reduced buying and decreased stocks 
of softwood. This has led to a fall in 
prices, because supplies offered from 
the European and Canadian mills have 
exceeded the quantities required in 
the U. K. 

Starting with a stock of softwood 
lumber at the beginning of the year of 
1,142,000,000 f.b.m., this was re- 
duced to 714,000,000 feet by June. 
Contracts placed by this date would 
normally be over 2,000,000,000 
f.b.m., but this year they were 1,550,- 
000,000 feet. 

Prices fell from the beginning of 
the year. The Russians started the 
selling season in January with an offer 
of over 200,000,000 f.b.m., at prices 
based upon $126 per thousand feet 
c.i.f. for 7-inch unsorted redwood. It 
was a great success as a Sale, but the 
confidence of buyers weakened, and 
following sales were a failure, so the 
Russians began to reduce their prices, 
making reductions of up to $5.50 per 
thousand feet, and offering the pro- 
tection of a fall clause. Still they 
failed to sell, so they came into the 
market with more lumber showing re- 
ductions of up to another $4.50 per 
thousand feet. But still the sales stayed 
small, and by June they had sold only 
some 280,000,000 feet. 

Most of the softwood importers 
who had bought in the first Russian 
offer at high prices refused to buy any 
more lumber from Exportles, but the 
story changed when the Russians of- 
fered these early buyers rebates of up 
to $6 per thousand feet on the lowest 
quotations for new purchases up to 
the quantity they had bought in the 
first two stock lists. This, coupled with 
the imposition of a minimum price 
selling list by the Finnish softwood 
lumber shippers, supported by Fin- 
nish government export licences grant- 
ed only where the new lists were ob- 
served, gave a confidence to the U. K. 
market that softwood lumber prices 
had hit the bottom of the market for 
1958, and after five months of ex- 
tremely small buying at a time when 
purchases are normally heavy, the 
U. K. trade has come back into the 
market. 


The lumbermen have been forced 
to buy in any case because stocks are 





falling while sales have not dropped 
to anything like the extent expected. 
Consumption has been running at 
roughly 200,000,000 f.b.m. a month 
for this year, with the May figure 
showing a jump to 230,000,000 feet. 
Trade feeling in Britain is that soft- 
wood lumber purchases will be heavy 
until well into the fall, and that prices 
will probably stay around the mid- 
summer level. 

Hardwood prices this year have 
been falling on the U. K. market, but 
imports have been well maintained. 
A freight rate war on Far Eastern 
shipments has meant extremely low 
quotations for yang, keruing, teak and 
ramin, but West African species are 
firmer in price and the producers 
claim to be well booked forward with 
orders. The market in American oak 
has been limited, with little sign of 
any improvement while the British 
furniture industry remains in its pres- 
ent recession.

Blake, Moffitt & Towne has made 
wide use of forest products in its new 
$1 million paper distribution center 
in Portland, Ore. 

Palmer C. Macdonald, Portland re- 
gional division manager and L. J. 
Dellwigg, vice-president in charge of 
operations for the firm, say wood was 
chosen after studies showed it had 
advantages not only in initial cost, but 
also from the standpoint of mainten- 
ance and use.

THE PLANT was designed and 
built under the direction of Roseburg 
Manager George E. French, Plant 
Engineer Frank S. Foyston and Con- 
struction Superintendent Merle A. 
Dodd 

The entire 442-acre concrete floor 
slab was poured before building work 
started. This minimized working in 
the mud for more efficient construc- 
tion work. 


Very little excavation was done on 
the operating floor. Equipment was 
raised off the floor to eliminate wells. 
[he average machine bed height is 
52 inches with 21 Globe scissorlifts 
serving the machines. Only wells re- 
quired were those for the presses and 
drains for the spreaders. The sewer 
and one fire line are the only service 
facilities below the floor 

Plywood production is primarily 
Douglas fir with all grades of interior 
and exterior plywood produced. 

Residue handling is almost entirely 
by air. The longest conveyor is but 
50 feet. American Sheet Metal Works 
low pressure and Rader Pneumatic 
high pressure systems are used for 
handling waste and chips. Dust is 
collected from the main sanders in 
two systems with the third taking 
hogged residues and dust from the 
saws, belt sanders and patching de- 
partment 

A Sumner 72-inch veneer chipper 
chips residues from the green chain’s 
end with a second Sumner machine 
handling main and core lathe roundup 
and residues from the core sorting 
chain 

Three Rader Pneumatics high pres- 
sure blower systems pick up residues 
from the collectors. The dust and 
hog-fuel are blown to the fuel-house 
and boilers with chips blown to the 
Rader carloaders, a double track 
setup 

A double valve system joins the 
Radar system from the mill. [END] 
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powered with side-shift. Acme strapping used.

-many new products displayed—pre- 
diction of. housing starts for 1959 of 
between 1.2 and 1.3 million—improv- 
ing service and easing of credits by 
FHA—were factors that helped spread 
enthusiasm among the plywood dis- 
tributors gathered at the National 
Plywood Distributors Association 16th 
annual convention at Hotel del Coro- 
nado, at Coronado, Calif., June 22-25 
Reflections of the upward trend in 
the markets since the meeting, are be- 
lieved*by many to have been a partial 
result. of the better understanding of 
each others problems. The enthusiasm 
over new products and factory finish- 
ing Captured attention 

Generally throughout most parts of 
the country, the distributors have re- 
ported a satisfactory volume of busi- 
ness this past year but price instability 
that prevailed the first half of the year 
has decreased earnings.

President Albert Hersh, Industrial 
Plywood Co., Jamaica, Long Island, 
keynoted the meeting with this ap- 
praisal: “The apparent need of coop- 
eration was evident for the industry 
to survive. We must recognize that 
foolish and frightened actions on the 
part of a few cause poor business for 
all of us. 

“Intelligent, forthright, considera- 
tion of problems of manufacture and 
distribution, new ideas and practices 
help us all. What is good for you,” he 
told the manufacturers present, “is 
good for us, so we want what’s good 
for you.” 

COOPERATION was asked for by 
both plywood manufacturers and dis- 
tributors. The need for understanding 
problems and willingness to discuss 
basic differences in sales patterns was 
discussed by Fred Phillips, secretary 
and Bronson J. Lewis, manager of 
Worker-Owned Plywood Association; 
William Forrest, president, and John 


Dingley, managing director of the In- 
dependent Plywood Manufacturers 
Association. 

“The future of plywood production 
is Closely geared to market health and 
continued industry growth,” Owen R. 
Cheatham, chairman of the board of 
Geo; gia-Pacific Corp., told the dis- 
tributors in stating that “most of our 
recent problems are due more to 
growing pains of the nation’s fastest 
growing industry.” 

He urged the men to maintain a 
“proven orderly distribution pattern” 
and suggested that one way the manu- 
facturers might possibly further them- 
selves could be by the development of 
mill storage facilities to permit greater 
flexibility in manufacturing operations. 

Most mills have little if any storage 
facilities for finished products and are 
consequently under pressure to ship 
each day’s production. Storage area 
would help solve some of the prob-

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lems of smoothing out markets, he 
observed 

Cheatham urged distributors to 
avoid speculation on buying—to get 
their profits from SELLING and not 
from buying. They were also urged 
to support and extend the manufac- 
turer's advertising and educational ef- 
forts to create bigger plywood mar- 
kets, through efforts of their own. 

He pointed out the anticipated pop- 
ulation of 180 million people in the 
1960s would open tremendous mar- 
kets in the next few years and that the 
plywood industry stands to gain as 
much as any other industry from the 
on-coming growth. “No segment of 
the industry will get rich,” said Cheat- 
ham, “while others go broke. We 
must have both production and sales 
and you cannot separate one from the 
other. We must pull together.” 


URGING THE DISTRIBUTORS to 
do research on their own, Raymond 
G. Booty, president Booty Resineers 
Div., American Marietta Co., fore- 
saw many new and exciting products 
coming from the panel mills and urged 
his hearers to “waste no time on going 
after business adequately served—but 
rather, go after business not served 
adequately, or at all, and you'll escape 
price competition.” 

Research he said, is a function of 
top management and “never spend a 
nickel on research unless top man- 
agement is sold that it is the thing to 
do. Management must know what it 
wants, when it wants it, what it is will- 
ing to spend for it.” 
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OUTLOOK IN CONSTRUCTION 
fields was reported much better than 
expected. FHA deputy administrator 
Cyrus B. Sweet told the manufacturers 
and distributors that home building is 
one of the brightest spots on our eco- 
nomic outlook. He said that: 

> There is an increasing demand 


and interest in homes throughout 
all the nation. 

>» Investors are now seeking more 

mortgages than are available. 
> More liberal FHA terms now 
are bringing in more building. 

> The volume of FHA insurance 

applications has been rising 
steadily this year. A new all 
time high in May reached 90,000 
units. 

He predicted between 1.2 and 1.3 
million housing starts before 
1958 was over. 

The new FHA certifying agency 
program will eliminate many de- 
lays in processing of insured 
loans, particularly in the smaller 
communities. 

Increased efforts for urban re- 
newal and property improve- 
ments are a great potential in 
America today. 

Southwest builder George M. Par- 
dee, who is active in the National As- 
sociation of Home Builders and Home 
Builders Institute, however, did not go 
as far as did Mr. Sweet, but was will- 
ing to say we would have over 1.05 
million housing starts this year. He 
recommended to the wood manufac- 
turers that they consider these things: 

» Reduce the on-site labor cost. 

Reduce the weight of products. 
Reduce the number of pieces to 
be set on the site. 


)» Reduce the multiple layers (the 
number of pieces to make a wall) 


>» We must build more for less 
cost. Place better products on 
the market to build better homes 
at lower costs to meet the needs 
of the American market. 


> Think of combining wood with 
other products. 


Must work not only with the 
builders but with the consumers, 
so he is willing to spend more 
for better living. 


>» We must stop thinking of hous- 
ing starts in terms of need esti- 
mates only. We must begin to 
think of the home markets in 
terms of overall economics, the 
environment and desires of peo- 
ple for better homes. From the 
latter standpoint the actual 
housing desires far outstrip the 
need estimates. We must start 
thinking in terms of providing 
people with better way of living 
through better homes, help 
stimulate consumer interest and 
merchandise effectively—give 
more house for the money than 
we've been doing. 


POSITIVE ATTACK is the only an- 
swer to distribution problems, W. E. 
Difford, managing director of Douglas 
Fir Plywood Association told the 
members of the conference. The job- 
bers should conclude what they want, 
what is needed and sit down and work 
out these problems with manufac- 
turers. 

Promotion efforts of the DFPA are 
to sell plywood, he told the distribu- 
tors. You have to sell your company. 
He pointed out that the Association 
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now has 52 men in the field calling on 
users at the design stage, and expects 
to have at least a hundred men within 
the next couple of years. These are 
men without order books—calling on 
code men, specifiers, builders, archi- 
tects, engineers selling uses of ply- 
wood, not taking orders. 


He pointed out the challenge of 
new markets ahead, suggesting that 
they might well become interested in 
fabricating of plywood products and 
components close to the markets— 
perhaps through subsidiary companies. 
There will open a whole new field of 
components, box beams, sandwich 
panels, rigid form construction, curved 
and molded pieces. 

“Don't resist these means of sell- 
ing.” he said. “Take the ideas and go 
with them and do some planning and 
thinking on distribution problems.” 


HARDWOOD PLYWOOD’s place 
in the market was emphasized by T. 
J. Connelley, president of The Dean 
Co., Chicago. He suggested that the 
jobbers could profitably handle a wider 
range of readily available fine hard- 
wood plywood stock. “Companies in 
our industry that survive are those 
that are not afraid of an idea and di- 
versify their products,” he said 

“We must offer lower priced lines 
in the competitive field. There is a 
waiting market for distinctive archi- 
tectural plywood in new and remodel- 
ing markets. More home owners than 
you realize want distinctive woods.” 
Mr. Connelly pointed out the profit 
potential in selling fine hardwoods but 
he reminded that “it takes merchan- 
dising.” 


“AT THIS MEETING we have 
reached a conclusion to quit criticiz- 
ing and go out and solve our problems 
and sell our products,” concluded 
president Hersh. NPDA has adopted 
a new objective to encourage suppliers 
and manufacturers to market their 
products through warehouse distribu- 
tors
